To believe that 'men 
were paid liberally and even in excess of 
SI 0.00 n week or so doing work in inter- 
viewing people in influencing by argu- 
ment that Mr. Stephenson was fitted and 
entitled to a renominiition, is another 
matter. Jt may be believed that liberal

were expended in traveling ex- 


penses of workers; money expended in

advertising in the

columns of the press; it .may, be believ-
